policy of phasing out campus 
‘recruiting in an effort to avoid 
\the anti-war and anti-draft dem- 
onstrations with which they 
have been met recently. The 
picketing has resulted in “bad 
press for the (Johnson) admin- 
istration,’ Mr. Stockard said. 

| Anti-war demonstrations were 
|expected at the interviews here, 
notably from the URI chapter 
of Students for Democratic Ac- 
tion. 

Mr. Stockard emphasized that 
so far no change had been made 
in plans by Dow Chemical Co. 
to recruit on campus tomorrow. 
Dow has also been the target 
of massive anti-war demonstra- 
tions on college campuses and 
elsewhere. The firm produces 
napalm, a jellied gasoline used 
against the enemy in Vietnam.

Brinton C. Piez, director of in- 
tramural sports 

Mr. Piez added that the new 
three million dollar physical ed 
‘ication building will expand in- 
tramurals. The new facility 
which is to be finished in June 
1969 will provide for swimming, 
handball, and squash according 
to Maurice Zarchen, director of 
athletics: 


90 Per Cent State Funds 

“Tt admit that our intramur- 
al equipment is not new, but it 
is good," Mr. Piez said. “We 
have as much money as neces: 
sary to run the intramural pro- 
gram,” he added. Mr. Zarchen 
said $15-20,000 is spent each 
year on intramurals, and ap: 
proximately 90 percent of that 
comes from state funds. 

“Only a small part of intra 
murals is financed by the ath 
letic tax which is paid by each 
student and items such as tro- 
phies and plaques, which would 
be difficult to get with state 
money are paid for from the 
athletic tax,"’ Mr. Zarchen said 
The student activity tax of $45 
a year includes the athletic tax. 
according to the 1967 University 
catalog. 

No Figures 

Mr. Zarchen said he could not 
give a figure for the total cost 
of all athletics at the University 
He said there are many factors 
involved which prevent giving 
an accurate figure. The physical

Extremist Rise 

The first of these I mention is 
the rapid rise of extremism, 
and at this juncture most of it 
occurs on the left, so that it is 
toward this group my remarks 
are directed. The crowd on the 
right fringe seems to have been, 
for a few years, effectively kept 
at bay. In fact, they are almost 
asleep and pose no serious 
menace at the present. 

About the new extremists, 
however, I must say this: I 
have never seen such a danger- 
ous departure from constitution- 
al procedures, such a narrow- 
ness in their professed goals. 
And, curiously enough, all this 
activism is perpetrated in the 
name of freedom and liberty. 
(Was it not only several years 
ago that we were led to believe 
that extremism in defense of 
liberty WAS a vice?) 

There has been too must re- 
striction of liberty lately by 
people who call themselves lib- 
erals, and such activity is on a 
sharp uprise as their bandwag- 
on gains momentum and they 
take heart in recent ‘successes.’ 


Limited Vision
